THE .WORST IN THIRTY YEARS 


A Flood Is Threatened, Following on the Heels of Crippled Wires 
and Belated Malls. 


EAST LIVERPOOL ISOLATED FROM THE WORLD 


Wellsville the Only Point Accessible by Telephone While There Are 
Ko Telegragh Wires to the West or Even to Lisbon—Potteries 
Along the River Making Preparations to Meet the Flood-Stage 
ef 40 Feet Expected. 


The worst April storm that has 


.track this city in thirty years, ac- 
cording to old residents, is now in 


progress. It began Thursday forenoon 


*nd steadily grew worse until the cul­ 


mination was reached at noon today, 


with probably four inches of 
snow 


and slush covering streets and side­ 
cars, gutters running rivulets, cel­ 


lars flooded, telegraph and telephone 


wires down, and the city almost isola­ 


ted from communication with the out­ 


side world. All classes of business are 


practically at a standstill in stores and 
offices. 
Not a farm er is in from the 
country, and nobody is venturing out­ 
side the city unless compelled to go 
Mail trains are either delayed or held 
up fiy washouts and slides, and to 
add to the g e n e r a l alarm a great flood 
on the river is imminent. 
The damage in the city, while it 
will be great, is probably less than it 
will be in the country, where 
fruit 
and shade trees and fences have all 
suffered great harm , according to 
meager reports which have reached 
♦ho city. 
Perhaps the damage to wires was 
the greatest handicap on business 
and the greatest annoyance. The Co­ 
lumbiana County Telephone company 
has no wire working 
further 
than 
Wellsville, while the Central District 
Prating and Telegraph company 
is 
practically confining its operations to 
East. Liverpool. Lisbon and the other 
towns in the county cannot be reach­ 
ed by telephone or telegraph.

A popu lar edu cator has well said: 
“The habits of investigation which dis­ 
tingu ish a man of science from his 
fellows are the very ones which are 
natu ral to you ng children, and which 
are too often repressed in schools, 
where they shou ld he encou raged.” 
Ju st now, when all natu re is qu ick­ 
ened with new life and when beau ty 
and melody and fragrance of spring 
are appealing to ou r awakened senses, 
every child is eager to re.spond to the 
invitation from the wood.s and fields. 
The most fascinating 
objects 
for 
stu dy abou nd by every wayside and 
in every thicket and on the water’s 
edge, and all the you ng facu lties need 
is proper direction and 
encou rage­ 
ment, and we believe the teachers in 
ou r pu blic schools are equ al to these 
pecu liar demands u pon them. They 
certainly ou ght to be. 
Apropos of tree-planting the follow­ 
ing are the expert directions: 
“Dig 
the grou nd where you r tr^*e is 
to 
stand, to a depth of at least two feet 
and for several feet arou nd. Pu lverize 
the earth well and make it mellow 
for the rootlets. If the soil is gravel­ 
ly or othewise poor, obtain some goo<J 
'oam, or make a mixu tre of ansy 
earth and well-rotted manu re. 
The 
hole may then be filled u p to within 
a foot or less of the su rface, as a tree 
ou ght not to be set deeper than 
It 
grew natu rally. Do not try to trans­ 
plant a large tree; one three or fou r 
feet tall will in a dozen years overtake 
one 15 feet tall and make a more vig­ 
orou s and beau tifu l specimen. 
An 
elm or maple may be eight or ten feet 
high. 
“In removing trees do not let tiie 
wind blow on them; they may be kept 
damp with cloths; spread the roots 
into a natu ral position, and then fill 
in the soil, u sing the good su rface soil 
iirst, A close contact of the soil with 
the roots is important, which may be 
pressed down with the foot as the fill­ 
ing progresses. A little water may be 
applied after the hole Is nearly filled 
and soil pressexl dcrwn, bu t never to 
the bare roots, or where thinly cov­ 
ered, as it washes the fine soil away 
from close contact with the roots. 
More trce.s are killed by too mu ch 
water In transplanting than by too lit­ 
tle.” 
We have all heard of the dignity 
au d beau ty of the thorou gh fa rc-s of 
au r cou ntry’s capital, in which 
the 
long line of n o b le 
treees is the dis­ 
tingu ishing and 
pleasing 
character 
rather than the massive walls and as­ 
phalt pavements. We cannot 
bu ild, 
su ch princely mansions or live on su ch 
lojdly avenu es, bu t we can all have 
abou t ou r homes the beau ty, the grace, 
the charm which costly art c-annot fu r­ 
nish. 
We can have 
the trees, 
tho 
shade, the cleanly walks, the ta.stefu l 
su rrou ndings, the flowers and the gen­ 
eral air of refinement of a Pennsylva­ 
nia avenu e. The only cost is a little 
time and effort and perhaps a few 
dollars.

The essential point 
is to encourage awrong school children 
a personal Interest in trees and shrubs, 
not simply for their use in making 
the school grounds an attractive place 
—existing conditions may not demand 
it—but for the development of habits 
of observation, which is of itself a lib-* 
eral education. 
A popular educator has well said: 
“The habits of investigation which dis­ 
tinguish a' man of science from his 
fellows are the very ones which are 
natural to young children, and which 
are too often repressed in schools, 
where they should be encouraged.’’ 
Just now. when all nature is quick­ 
ened with new life and when beauty 
and melody and fragrance of spring 
are appealing to our awakened senses, 
every child is eager to respond to the 
invitation from the woods and fields. 
The most fascinating 
objects 
for 
study abound by every wayside and 
in every thicket and on the water’s 
edge, and all the young faculties need 
is proper direction and 
encourage­ 
ment, and we believe the teachers in 
our public schools are equal to these 
peculiar demands upon them. They 
certainly ought to be. 
Apropos of tree-planting the follow­ 
ing are the expert directions: 
“Dig 
the ground where your tree is 
to 
stand, to a depth of at least two feet 
and for several feet around. Pulverize 
the earth well and make it mellow 
for the rootlets, lf the soil is gravel­ 
ly or othewise poor, obtain some good 
’oam, or make a mixutre of anay 
earth and well-rotted manure. 
The 
hole may then be filled up to within 
a foot or less of the surface, as a tree 
ought not to be set deeper than 
it 
grew naturally. 
Do not try to trans­ 
plant a large tree; one three or four 
feet tall will in a dozen years overtake 
one 15 feet tall and make a more vig­ 
orous 
and beautiful specimen. 
An 
elm or maple may be eight or ten feet 
high. 
“In removing trees do not let Hie 
wind blow on them; they may be kept 
damp with cloths; spread the roots 
into a natural position, and then fill 
in the soil, using the good surface soil 
first. A close contact of the soil with 
the roots Is important, which may be 
pressed down with the foot as the fill­ 
ing progresses. A little water may be 
applied after Hie hole is nearly filled 
and soil pressed down, but never to 
the bare roots, or where thinly cov­ 
ered, as it washes the fine soil away 
from close contact with tho roots. 
More trees are killed by too much 
water In transplanting than by too lit­ 
tle.” 
We have all heard of the dignity

In no part of England is superstition 
so rife as in the west of England, and 
especially so on that tract of barren 
land known as Dartmoor. One angler 
who had great luck on the river Dart 
discovered this last year. 
Ile made a 
big catch, but It was made on Easter 
Sunday. 
It consisted of 5t> trout, the 
largest IV2 pounds and three of one 
pound each, besides several of half a 
pound, a phenomenal catch for the up­ 
per Dart. When he tried to have some 
cooked at the farmhouse where he was 
staying, the old moorland cook refused 
to have anything to do with them, 
deeming them “devil’s fish” or “visbe ” 
as she pronounced it. 
Another superstition Is that if one 
picks a piece of broom while fishing 
that one will assuredly bo drowned be­ 
fore the day Is out. 
It is general for the moormen when 
doing a quiet poach when the streams 
are in flood to spit on their first worm 
for luck. 
It Is thought unlucky to 
look into the water before making a 
cast The most curious superstition is 
that lf one is fishing aud for some time 
catches nothing some one Is wishing 
bim 111. and the only way to counteract 
the “111 wishing’’ is to knee) or “sit on 
your knees.” as they say on Dartmoor, 
and bite off the top of a young bracken 
fern. The fish then Will be found to 
bite with most peculiar abd surprising 
avjditv*.

“The habits of Investigation which dis­ 
tinguish a' m an of scivnce from his 
fellows are the very ones which are 
natural to young children, and which 
are too often repressed in schools, 
w here they should be encouraged.” 
Ju st now, when all n atu re is quick­ 
ened with new life and when beauty 
and melody and fragrance of spring 
are appealing to our aw akened senses, 
every child is eager to respond to the 
invitation from the woods and fields. 
T he 
m ost fascinating 
objects 
for 
study abound by every wayside and 
in every thicket and on the w ater’s 
edge, and all th e young faculties need 
is proper direction and 
encourage­ 
m ent, and we believe th e teachers in 
o u r public schools a re equal to these 
peculiar dem ands upon them. 
They 
certainly ought to be. 
Apropos of tree-planting the follow­ 
ing are the expert directions: 
“Dig 
th e 
ground w here your tree is 
to 
stand, to a depth of at least two feet 
and for several feet around. Pulverize 
th e earth well and m ake 
it 
mellow 
for the rootlets, 
lf th e soil is gravel­ 
ly or othewise poor, obtain some good 
oam, or m ake a m ixutre 
of 
ansy 
earth and well-rotted m anure. 
The 
hole m ay then be filled up to within 
a foot o r less of the surface, as a tree 
ought not to be set deeper than 
it 
grew naturally. 
Do not try to tran s­ 
plant a large tree; one th ree or four 
feet tall will in a dozen years overtake 
one 15 feet tall and m ake a more vig­ 
orous 
and beautiful specimen. 
An 
elm or m aple may be eight or ten feet 
high. 
In removing trees do not let tile 
wind blow on them ; they may be kept 
dam p with cloths; spread the roots 
into a natural position, and then fill 
in the soil, using the good surface soil 
first. 
A close contact of th e soil with 
the 
roots is im portant, which may be 
pressed down with th e foot as the fili­ 
ng progresses. A little w ater may be 
applied after Hie 
hole Is nearly filled 
and soil pressed down, but never to 
the bare roots, or w here thinly cov­ 
ered, as it washes th e fine soil away 
from close 
contact with the roots. 
More trees are killed by too much 
w ater in transplanting than by too lit­ 


tle.”

not simply for their use in making 
the school grounds an attractive place 
existing conditions may not demand 
it—but for tho development of habits 
of observation, which is of itself a lib­ 
eral education. 
A popular educator haH well said: 
“The habits of investigation which dis­ 
tinguish a man of science from his 
fellows are the very onus which are 
natural to young children, and which 
are too often repressed in schools, 
where they should he encouraged.” 
Just now’, when all nature is quick­ 
ened with new life and when beauty 
and melody and fragrance of spring 
are appealing to our awakened senses, 
every child is eager to respond to the 
invitation from the woods and fields. 
The 
most fascinating 
objects 
for 
study abound by every wayside and 
in every thicket and on the w ater’s 
edge, and all the young faculties need 
is proper direction and 
encourage­ 
ment, and we believe the teachers in 
our public schools are equal to these 
peculiar demands upon them. 
They 
certainly ought to be. 
Apropos of tree-planting the follow­ 
ing are the expert directions: 
"Dig 
the ground where your tree is 
to 
stand, to a depth of at least two feet 
and for several feet around. Pulverize 
the earth well and make 
it 
mellow 
for the rootlets. If the soil is gravel­ 
ly or othewise poor, obtain some good 
’oam, or m ake a mixutre 
of 
ansy 
earth and well-rotted manure. 
The 
hole may then be filled up to within 
a foot or less of the surface, as a tree 
ought not to be set deeper than 
it 
grew naturally. 
Do not try to trans­ 
plant a large tree; one three or four 
feet tall will in a dozen years overtake 
one 15 feet tall and make a more vig­ 
orous 
and beautiful specimen. 
An 
elm or muple may be eight or ten feet 
high. 
"In removing trees do not let the 
wind blow on them ; they may be kept 
lamp with cloths; spread the roots 
into a natural position, and then fill 
in the soil, using the good surface soil 
Irst. 
A cloee contact of the soil with 
the 
roots Is Important, which may be 
pressed down with the foot as the fill­ 
ing progresses. A little water may be 
applied after the 
hole Is nearly filled 
and soil pressed down, but never to 
the bare roots, or where thinly cov­ 
ered, as it washes the fine soil away 
from close 
contact with tho roots. 
More trees are killed by too much 
water in transplanting than by too lit­ 
tle.”

Any one may have an 
“old roaster” these days who has the 
“price to pay tho dealer to And one or 
go abroad and get one ‘made.’ ” There 
are many artists In Paris and else­ 
where who make a good living, or 
what they consider a good living, copy­ 
ing “old masters” in the various gal­ 
leries to sell to dealers for little or 
nothing, and they In turn bring thorn 
to America and clear hundreds by sell­ 
ing them to some moneyed art lover 
who In some cases is doubtless ill the 
possession of more money than judg­ 
ment in art matters.
